Roosevelt Gets After 
Secalled Pacifists 


The loudest so-called “conscientious 
objectors” in this country today are 
the paid or unpaid agents of the Ger- 
man government, Theodore Rooseveit 
declared in a speech before the Labor 
Loyalty league in Minneapolis. He 
asserted that the majority of the’men 
are not actuated by conscience at all 
and that the “bulk are slackers, pure 
and simple or else traitorous pro- 
Germans.” 

Describing the various kinds of pac- 
ifists in the United States, Mr. Roose- 
velt said that some of ‘the leading 
apostles of applied pacifists are not 
timid men, but, on the contrary, “they 
are brutal violent men, who are per- 
fectly willing to fight, but only for 
themselves but not for the nation. 
These rough-neck pacifists,” he said,
